I have heard 
Mr. Lacy, the player, say that he was wont to wear a Coat like a 
coachman, with slits under the arms. He would many times 
exceed in drink, Canary was his favorite liquor, then he wonld 
tumble home to bed, and when he had thoroughly perspired , then 
to study. I have seen him in his studying chair, which was such 
as old women used, and as Aulus Gelius was drawn in Jong sinee 
in King James’s time. 1 have heard my uncle Danvers say (who 
knew him) that he lived without Temple Bar, at a combmaker’s 
shop. In his latter time he lived at Westminster, in the house 
under which you passed as you go out of the churchyard into the 
Old Palace, where he died. He lies buried in thexmorth aisle, 
with this inscription only on him on a pavement.Of % 
marble about 14 inches, ‘‘ O Rare Ben Jonson,” whic 
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at the charge of Jack Young, afterwards knighted, who walking 
there when the grave was covering gave the fellow eighteen- 
pence to cut it.” 

The Hint Taken.—Voltaire, after being on terms of friendship 
with the great Frederick, Kiog of Prussia, owing to some witty 
repartee, gave great Offence, when the King said to. some of his 
courtiers,—‘‘ When we have squeezed the orange and have 
sucked the juice, we throw the rest away.” This being told to 
Voltare he said ‘“‘ Then I must take care of the peel,” and quitted 
his Prussian Majesty’s dominions. 

Dr. Burney, in his History of Musie, says of the celebrated 
singer Pacchiarotte, that the natural tone of his voice was so 
interesting, sweet and pathetic, that when he sang a long note, 
or mezza di voce, I never wished him to change it. On one 
occasion, when Pacchiarotti was performing Arbaces, in Metas- 
tasio’s Opera of Artaxerxes, he proclaimed his innocence with 
energy, yetin so pathetic a manner, that after he exclaimed 
‘“‘ Eppur sono innocente,” the band neglected to play a symphony 
which was to follow, on which the singer addressed the 
leader, and asked him what he was about, when the knight 
of the bow, as if awaking from a trance, sobbed out with great 
simplicity, * We are crying !”’
